JUNKIE rocker Pete Doherty 
stood “distressed” over the body 
of Mark Blanco after the actor 
plunged 30ft from a balcony, it 
was revealed yesterday. 

Doherty, 27, has already been quizzed by 
police in connection with the Cambridge 
graduate’s death. 

He fell from a second floor flat in 
East London and there is no sugges- 
tion that Doherty — who has since 
been dumped by model Kate Moss, 32 
— played any part in the tragedy. 

But a partygoer who came to the 
30-year-old’s aid as he lay on the 
ground said a stunned Doherty 
told her of his fears for Blanco 
while he was still breathing. 

The female witness said: 
“He (Doherty) came out of 
the house and was clearly 
very concerned. He 
stooped down next to me. 

“I was saying to Peter, 
‘It’s OK...it’s all right’. 

“Then Peter said, ‘It’s not 
f**king OK. It’s not all right’ 
— and was clearly very 
distressed.” 


Poster 

On the night he died, Blanco was 
involved in an altercation with 
Doherty at the flat, which belongs to 
the singer’s literary agent, Paul 
Roundhill, 56. 

The actor is said to have jokingly 
pinned Doherty against a wall with a 
poster for his play, Accidental Death Of 
An Anarchist, in which he played the lead. 

In the play, Blanco’s character falls to 
his death from the window of a police 
station. 

The party source said: “Mark was 
extremely excited about the play, really 
happy and hyper and trying to impress 
on everyone else the importance of it. 

“Peter is tall but Mark was taller and 
Peter was looking around for help.” 

Blanco was asked to leave and 
Roundhill admits setting fire to his hat “to 
distract him”. 

Blanco was later found in the road outside, 
breathing but with serious head injuries. He 
died shortly afterwards at the Royal London 
Hospital in Whitechapel. 

Police have taken a statement of Doherty’s 
version of events leading up to the fall. 

The ex-Libertines frontman, who left before 
police and paramedics arrived at lam last 
Sunday on the advice of friends at the party, 
was not questioned under caution. 

The inquest into the death, which police 
have described as “unexplained”, has been 
opened and adjourned. 

Pals claim Mr Blanco’s injuries suggest he 
was kicked and beaten before he fell.

BRAVE British troops were 
fired up by Dolly Parton and 
Kenny Rogers as they 
launched a vital mission to 
snatch five of Iraq’s most 
dangerous men. 


Corporal Gary Atkinson, 23, sang 
the country and western duo’s 1983 
classic Islands In The Stream to 
boost his pals’ morale as they drove 
through Basra’s deadly streets on 
their way to confront some of the 
Iraq insurgency’s Most Wanted. 


Gary was part of an eight-man strike 
team from 3 Scots — the legendary Black 
Watch — who arrested two of the five 
terror leaders in Britain’s biggest Iraq 
operation since the 2003 invasion, which 
involved a total of 1,000 Allied troops. 

After a nerve-shredding ride in 
armoured “snatch” Land Rovers into 
Basra’s notorious Al Hartha slum, a 
platoon of 30 Black Watch troops sur- 
rounded a one-storey, eight-room house 
before Gary’s team pounced at 3am on 
Friday. 

Surprise 

Lance Corporal Apisai Bavadra, 29, 
from Fiji, crept up to the front gate with 
a “thumper” sledgehammer but found it 
unlocked. After he pushed it open Gary, 
from Kilmarnock, sprinted up the drive 
with his SA80 assault rifle. 

The veteran of three Iraq tours burst 
into the house and caught his two 
suspects completely by surprise. 

He said last night: “I went in as quick 
as possible because I risked getting shot 
in the face if they knew we were coming. 

“But the suspects had no idea and did 
not put up any resistance. 

“I shouted at them to get down and 
pointed at the floor. They got the gist of 
what I was saying soon enough.” 

Meanwhile, Lt Robin “Random” Earle, 
26, from Newcastle, Pte Callum 
“Specmental” Sandeman, 19, from 
Dundee, Pte Charles Paterson, 22, from 
Cowdenbeath, Fife, and L/Cpl Gary 
Wilson, 23, from Dunfermline, Fife, 
poured in to search the house. The raid

took less than a minute and their 
comrade, L/Cpl Lewis Montague, 25, 
from Kirkcaldy, Fife, was stunned to find 
a heavy machine gun under a white 
blanket in the hallway. 

He said: “The element of surprise is 
everything on these operations. Luckily 
they didn’t have the time to get that gun 
out because if it had been pointing out 
the window as we came up the drive they 
could have done some serious damage.” 

Arresting officer Pte Manny Lynch, 21, 
from Cardenden, Fife, thrust detention 
papers written in Arabic at the suspects. 

The pair were handcuffed, deafened 
and blinded with ear muffs and black 
goggles, then led out to an armoured 
personnel carrier. 

Pte Paterson said: “We suspect these 
people were involved in planting road- 
side bombs but they’re still human 
beings and we'll treat them with 
common courtesy. We don’t want to kill 
them and we don’t have any grudges. 

“We’re just doing our job — which is try- 
ing to make Iraq a better place.” 

In all, 110 Black Watch troops were 
joined by 250 Danish troops on the raid, 


as part of the massive Operation Pisa. 
Danish commander Col Per Mikkelsen 
said: “The men of the Black Watch are of 
the very highest standard. They are 
excellent and brilliant troops.” 

Black Watch Officer Commanding 
Major Ben Wrench responded: “It is good 
working with the Danes, too. 

“Denmark and Scotland are two very 
similar small countries with populations 
of around five million. Both have foot- 
ball teams of around the same standard 
—and a shared Viking heritage.” 


Around 700 soldiers from the Duke of 
Lancaster and Staffordshire Regiments 
also took part in the operation and found 
four roadside bombs — primed and ready. 

Staffs troops and Royal Engineers 
launched a raid in ten high-speed boats 
while 500 men from the Duke of 
Lancasters attacked from the south with 
14 Challenger 2 tanks. US F15 jets were 
on hand to scare off any response. 

In total, the raids netted the five terror 
leaders — plus AK-47s, 12.7mm heavy 
machine guns, the roadside bombs, 
rockets, rocket-propelled grenades and 
many “valuable” documents.

In 2002 the Army was 
forced to withdraw a 
recruitment video which 
featured Oasis songs 
without the band’s 
permission.
